WITH THE BRITISH ARMY In 
France, via London, Aug. 15 (7 p.m.) 
—King George has been at the front 
for a week. He left today for Eni- 
lind, and his departure was the first 
information that the majority of the 
troops had of his presence. As a 
mittter of precaution the visit was kept 
a secret, and thére was no alisplay 
ov big reviews a on the occasion of 
his visit last fall. 

The king simply went about seeing 
ml sections of the army at work and 
the fields it had won, The flutter of 
© bit of bunting bearing the royal coat 
of arms as’ a motor car spéd along 
the road in clouds of dust, and motor 
truck drivers and passing battalions 
startled and looked aroupd, exclaim- 
ing, “the King.” The Prince of Walos 
was with the king all of the time. 
The monarch was dressed in khaki 
with the crossed batons of a field mar- 
shall on his shoulders, and the prince 


wore the uniform of a Henutenant in 
the Grenadier Guards, Neither wore 
any decorations, and but for their 


features, which were immediately re- 

cogtilzed everywhere, they might have 

been taken for two of a party of offi- 

cers making a round of inspection. 
In First Line Trenches. 

At one point on the line the king 
met General Sir Henry Rawlinson, 
commander of the fourth army, which 
delivered the main attack, and Major 
General Congreve, whose corps storm- 
ed Montauban and Mametz, Alighting 
from his automobile near Fricourt, the 
hing went into the first line British 
trenches, fron. which the British made 


their charge. “Now I will breast the 
parapet as my men did,” he said, 
mounting it. He walked across the 


old No Man's Land.and saw the effects 
of the British shell fire on the mass 
ot fortifications and trenches which 
the British had wrested from the Ger- 
mans, Standing on the edge of a biz 
shell crater,+the king looked with a 
sailor's telescope he was — carrying 
across the foreground of desolation to- 
ward Pozieres, the Basentin, Langue- 
wil and Delville wood. He watched 
the curls of black smoke which signi- 
fed that the Gerfnan guns were busy, 
while nearby him a battery of Brit- 
ish guns was sending roaming shells, 

“You seem to have missed that,” he 
said to General Rawlinson, indleating 
a sliver of wall still standing at Mua 
mets, ‘But there is nothing that is 
not down tn La Boilsselle, as you will 
see, your Majesty,” said € ral Riaw- 
linson. “We improve as we advance.” 

Visited German Dugouts. 

When the king wanted to descend 
one of the German dugouts General 
Rawlinson warned him that they had 
not all been cleaned out yet, and witen 
me king came back up the steps, sniff 
ing, he said: “It smells pretty strong,” 
remarking on the depth and spactons- 
ress of the dugrouts, with their beds, 


tables and chairs, he suid to some xel-

PASSES AWAY 


Dr. Murphy of Chicago Diagnosis 
of His Own Case 
Correct 


CHICAGO, Avg. 15—Dr. John B. 
Murphy, noted surgeon, who died Fri- 
day at Meckinac Island, Mich., was 
true to the dictates of his science to 
the last. Almost his final act Was to 
will his body to his colleagues for a 
postmorten examination, to determine 
how closely he had diagnosed his own 
ailment. In Mercy hospital, over 
which Dr. Murphy presided, were ga- 
thered last night scientists who knew 
him best. They will determine wheth- 
cr the surgeon's decision was correct. 

In accordance with express instruc- 
tions given by Dr. Murphy 
death bed ut Mackinac his body was 
submitted to a careful autopsy by his 
lifelong friends and medical associates 
in Chicago. The autopsy was for the 
purpose of determining the effective- 
hess and success of certain methods 
of diagnosis made of diseases the great 
surgeon was supposed 
during his life.

ORDER TO ARMY 


Everywhere is Proof That Men 
and Women Are Playing 
Their Part 


(By Morying Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Aug. 15—After a visit to 
the front, King George today issued 
a general order to the army in France 
expressing his appreciation of the 
splendid condition and cheerful con- 
fidence of all ranks, and, through per- 
sonal visits to the scenes of late des- 
perate struggles, his understanding of | 
the demands made upon the courage 
of the men and the physical endur- 
ance required to assail and capture 
positions prepared during the past two 
years which were stoutly defended to 
the last. 

“I realize not only the splendid 
work done in immediate touch with 
the enemy,” says the general order, 
“but also the vast organizations behind 
the fighting line, honorable alike to 
the genius of their originators and to 
the hearts and hands of the workers, 
Everywhere there is proof that all 
men and women are playing their part, 
and I rejoice to think that their noble 
efforts are being heartily seconded by 
all classes at home.” 

After an allus'on to the happy re- 
lations between the allied armies and 
the populations where they are quar- 
tered, King George concludes his mes- 
sage as follows: 

“Do not think that I and your fel- 
low countrymen forget the heavy sac- 
rifices the armies have made and the 
bravery and endurance they have dis- 
played during the two years of bitter 
conflict. These sacrifices have not 
been in vain. The arms of the allies 
will never be laid down until our cause 
has triumphed, I return home more 
than ever proud of you. May God 
guide you to victory.”

Deliver Telling Blow, 


PETROGRAD, via Loncon, Aug, 16 
(12.33 a.m.)-—The Russians have de- 
livered another telling blow against 
the right flank of General Von Both- 
mer's retreating army at Tustobaby, 
three miles west of the Zlota Lipa and 
northwest of Monasterzyska, 

The Austrians crossed the river Kov- 
joba under the shell fire of the Russian 
Latteries, siffering heavy losses, They 
ittempted to make a stand on the 
Ligh ground on the west bank, where 
they had previously prepared strong 
entrenchments and wire defences, 
While shells raked the Austrians from 
cross the river, the Russians moved 
up from the south, where they had 
been expanding their positions during 
the last few days in the neck formed 
by @he Zlota Lipa and the Dniester. 
They poured a grilling fire from ma- 
chine guns on the Austrians, who with- 
stood the Russian attacks: for five 
hours and then fell back on the Goro- 
jana river, four miles to the west.

INTO TREASURY 
OF EDMONTON 


City Treasurer Receives Cheque 
For Short Term Loan De- 


bentures 
Yesterday Julian Garrett, Lid,, the 
Edmonton agents who put through 


the deal with the city council for the 
purchase by Otis & Company, of 
Cleveland, Ohic, of the short-term de- 
bentures on the arrears of taxes, paid 
into the city’s account the sum of $2,- 
000,000, which represents the amount 
of the loan made by the firm on the 
security of the tuxes. 

Mayor Henry has been signing the 
debentures in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of the cash, and they will now 
be handed over to the company and 
the purchase wlll be complete. The 
city has to pay interest on these de- 
bentures ut the rate of 6 per cent per 
annum, payable half-yearly. 

They are secured by the tax sale 
that will take place at the end of Oc- 
tober, and from this time on all the 
amounts received by the city assessor 
in payment of the tax arrears up to 
1914, which is the period on which the 
debentures have been issued, will have 
to be kept separate and paid into the 
hands of the sinking fund trustees, in 
accordance with the charter require- 
ments, 

Although the city has the two mil- 
lion dollars, it does not mean that she 
has that amount in hand to play with, 
In the first place about a million dol- 
lars is Owing to the school board, who 
have been allowing the city to post- 
pone payment of the share of the city 
taxes due to the board for the pur- 
pose of carrying on the education of 
the children in the city. This money 
should have been paid promptly to 
the cMy school board by the city, but 
owing to the financial situation they 
allowed the city to defer payment and 
worked on credit themselves.

DIFFERENT 
ON THE WEST 


Reasons Are Given For Slower 
Advance Than Made By 
Russians 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Aug. 15—The apparent 
slow rate of progress by the French 
and British forces on the western 
front since July 1st, as compared with 
that of the Russians on the eastern 
front, it is explained in military cir- 
cles here, is due to the methodical na- 
ture of the entente offensive against 


the line of strongly fortified positions 
extending virtually from the North 
Sea to Saloniki, and the fact that in- 
fantry must wait until the artillery has 
done its work. The front of the cen- 
tral powers in the western theatre of 
the war is much more strongly forti- 
fied than the front with which the 
Russian armies have to deal, so the 
latter are in a better situation for 
manoeuvering on a large scale. 

One of the principal drawbacks 
against the entente allies on the wes- 
tern front is the nature of the Teu- 
tonic positions, which prohibit the use 
of the wings of the entente armies, 
The Russians, however, face no such 
obstacles. The Russian operations, it 
is explained further, have not been 
planned with political considerations, 
such as necessarily have wrisen on the 
western front, owing tu the co-opera- 
tion of various entente armies. 

The losses in the western field are 
now much smaller, as compared with 
those of the earlier days of the war. 
Since July 1st, the entente losses have 
been only about one-fifth of w’) :t they’ 
were during the push in Champagne 
last fall, or during the first months of 
the battle of Verdun.

OTTAWA Aug. 15,--The_ role 
which the Canadian troops have play- 
ed in the war is to be changed from 
the defensive to the offensive. They 
have been transferred from the salient 
of Ypres, on which many lives have 
been’ lost, to the region of the Som- 
me, For over a year they have held 
cne of the most dangerous and yital 
portions of the allied battlefront 
against the best of the kaiser's armies, 
They repelled continuous attempts to 
reach Calais and ut Teast 20,000 of 
Canada’s troops died or were wound- 
ed in holding that much coveted road. 
Now they will take their place with 
the British and Australian troops on 
the Somme in the more congenial, 
but no less glorious, task of driving 
the German Invaders out of France. 

Four divisions are now at the front, 
General Watson's division having join- 
ca the three other divisions. us, 
90,000 odd picked troops of the Do- 
minion will be added to the forces 
fighting on the Sonime front. 

Most Dangerous Part, 

The Ypres salient has been a most 
dangerous part of the battle line. A 
region of shallow trenches, subject 
to enfilade fire, it ‘has tested even the 
flower of the Canadinn troopa to hold 
{t. Since the Somme offensive com- 
menced, however, the attention of tho 
Cermans has been diverted from 
Ypres. The salient will not be aban- 
doned but will be held by less sea- 
soned British territorials, 

The Canadians have held the apex 
of the Ypres salient ever since the 
E'ritish extended their lines to the 
Somme, when the German offensive at 
Verdun commenced, Since then they 
have. been called upon to withstand 
the onslaught of the Germans at Zilli- 
beke, when upward of 13,000 Canadian 
casualties occurred among the second 
division. The first division in a coun- 
ter attack retook the lost territory. 

Hitherto the work of the Canadians, 
excepting at Festubert, has been large- 
ly defensive, the Australians being the 
only colonial troops so far which have 
pertaken to any extent on advance 
work. At St. Julien the Canadians 
“saved the day,” but their lines were 

mt back seriously during the Ger- 
man attack, 

Retook Ground Lost. 

During the most recent fighting 
round Zillibeke and Sanctuary woods 
the Canadiana were driven back a con- 
siderable distance, but in the coufter 
attuck they recaptured all the ground 
lost. The nature of the salient pre- 
cluded possibility of real offensive 
work. They were placed there to hold 
the ground and they held It.

British and Neutral Vessels Have 
Been Sunk Without Warning 
Since U.S, Promise

London, Aug. 15—Baron Sydenham 
inquired in the House of Lords today 
whether the government cOnsidered 
that commanders of German subnia- 
rines had adhered to the declaration 
made to the American government in 
May in regard to sinking vessels with- 
out warning and whether Austrian 
submarines were bound by the same 
conditions, 

The Marquis of Crewe, Lord presi- 
dent’ of “the Council, repiied that the 
more public attention was called to 
the “monstrous proceedings of sub- 
marines” pending the time when it 
would be impossible to make a definite 
declaration on behalf of the entent» 
pllies as to the policy they proposed to 
pursue regarding them, the better it 
would be from every viewpoint, 

Sunk Without Warning. 

The government's information was 
that since the undertaking have been 
given to the American government, 

‘four British and three neutral ships 
had been sunk without warning by sub- 
marines almost certainly German, An- 
other neutral ship, he continued, was 
attacked by a torepdo boat without 
warning. In the casés of the seven ves- 
sels sunk at least forty lives were lost. 

THe Marquis said it was impossible 
to avoid the definite conclusion that 
in thig*séven ‘Cases there had been clear 
violations of the undertaking given by 
the German government, 

Those cases might be regarded as 
proved. In addition, there were a 
number of others in which ships had 
been sunk and lives lost in circum- 
stances which made it seem highly 
probable although it had not been so 
definitely proved that there had been 
a breach of the undertaking. In these 
cases’ ‘that the goverment’ would not 
Say that the letter of the undertating 
actually had been broken by the Ger- 
man governmont or its servants, 


EVIDENCE DEPOSITED. 

Winnipeg Aug. 15—The report of 
the commission which took in New 
York tho evidence of M. G. Hook was 
opened this morning in the presence 
of crown and defense counsel in the 
ex-minister’s case, and deposited with 
the registrar of the court. Presum- 
ably some use will be made of it at a 
Inter date. Hook was mentioned in 
the evidence of V. W. Horwood as one 
of the messengers to William Salt and 
as having reported that he had been 
robbed in Omaha of $10,000 he was 
taking to Salt.’

Hoped to Have Wc Work All Done 
By Next Christ.

Now that the city has received ihe; 
money from the sale of the short term 
debentures and funds will be avail- 
able, the work of making the much- 


needed «addition to the Rutherford 
school at Bonnie Doon, KEdmonton 
South, will be proceeded with at once. 


This work was begun two years ago, 
but owing to financial conditions, and 
in spite of the fact that the accommo- 
dation was so necessary, had to be 
stopped and until now it has not been 
possible to carry it on to completion, 
This school is situated in a district 
that has been much depleted of its 
adult mal population by enlistment, 
probably as much as any one district 
in the city, and in consequence a num- 
ber of families have moved away and 
other changes have taken place, 

The need for the extra school ac- 


commodation still remains, becnuse 
the present school was very much 
overcrowded, During the interval tt 


has been considerable trouble to pro- 
vide the space necessary for the schol- 


ars. Churches hay id to be rented 
to be used as temportry schools, and 
some of the older children have been 
sent to the Ritchie and King Edward 
schools. This, especially during the 
cold weather, was somewhat of a 
hardship, as it meant a considerable 
walk or the payiox of car fares fo 
the children. 

The completion of the extension will 
now accommodate all the children, and 
it is hoped to have it complete’ by 
Christmas. The extension is expect- 
ed to cost something like $14,000, and 
plans drawn by Building Commission- 
er Storey provide for four class-rooms 
with space for 42 children in each. 
The present building has four rooms 
with a similar seating capacity, so 
that close on 850 children will now 
be able to be taken a€ the school. A 
fcorridor will run through the centre 
nnd connect the two buildings, and 
there will be an office for the princi- 
pal, The new building will consist 
of a basernent and one floor above, 
The place will be furnace heated tem- 
porarily, as it is not considered advis- 
able to put in a steain heating plant 
for a time until it is seen whether 
other additions might be made in the 
rear future,

When the utilities committee was 
considering the matter of the deficits 
on the city utilities, the question of 
how far the operation of jitneys was 
cutting the street railway receipts 
came under ‘notice, 

Ald. MacDonald contended that 
something ought to be done in the way 
of imposing a heavier license fee on 
jitneys, or else that more strict super- 
Vision should be exercised The 
vehicles were licensed to ca 12 or 
15, but they always carried 20 or more. 
There were two or three big ones ply- 
ing in the west end, and not one that 
came down the road but that it was 
overloaded 50 per cent, 

Ald. McArthur said that there were 
not jitneys in the east end, because 
the public would not patronize them, 

Other of the aldermen concurred 
in the opinion of Ald. MacDonald that 
60me action should be taken in the way 
of imposing a heavier fee on the 
jitneys, also that the police should be 
requested to prevent the overloading. 

At the present time there are ten 
jitneys licensed to ply in the streets 

of Edmonton, and the total income to 


of this, it may he { the city from the fees amounts to 


$300, this being apart from the 
driver's license of $1, as every driver 
save the actual owner of the vehicle 
j has to pay this fee before he is per- 
mitted to operate the vehicle. 

The license fees are according to 
the seating capacity of the vehicle, the 
cily charging $5 per year for each 
seat, excluding that of the driver. 
Acording to the registration one jJitney 
pays $40 license, 4 are licensed at $35 
each, two at $30 each, one at 325, one 
at 0 and one at $15, 

Save two that run to and fro from 
the south side, the remainder of the 
jitneys ply on Jasper and the west 
end, cutting the street railway traffic 
at what should be one of its most pro- 
ductive runs, 

Superintendent Moir has strongly 
impressed upon the commissioners the 
fact that this competition must be tak- 
en into consideration in dealing with 
the street railway receipts ,and some 
nection should be taken. The jitneys cut 
in by travelling just ahead of the cars 
end picking up any waiting passen- 
ers, so, while they are overloaded, to 
the extent of breaking the law, the 
street cars are running half empty. 

Commissioner Harrison, who is 
mainly concerned with the operation 
of the street railway, is of opinion that 
council should take up the question of 
dealing with the jitney license, He re- 
murks that the impatience of the pub- 
lic is largely to blame for the patron- 
izing of the jitneys in preference to 
the cars. Residents of the west end 
are accustomed to quick travelling and 
ony wait at & corner for a car imme- 
diately calls for comments on the 
“slow service’ of the street railway 
and they board the first jitney coming 
along. If these people would regulate 
their arrival to the time of the street 
railway runs there would be no wait-

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LIVE STOCK RATES. 


The recognized variations of 
climate throughout the prairie 


west has given rise to the uni- 
versal advice to the man on the 
land to go into mixed farming, No 
one has been more vociferous or 
insistant in offering this advice 
than the chiefs of the various rail- 
way companies doing business in 
the West, Jt is not enough that 
the farmer shall be able to raise 
live stock suecessfully in order to 
succeed in tixed farming. If he 
does not raise it profitably he does 
not sueceed, and cannot stay in 
the business. Situated as the 
prairies are, far from the great 
consuming markets for live ea 
he character of the facilities and 
he cost of transportation is a most 
important factor in deciding 
whether the rearing of live stock 
shall result in loss of profit. It 
would naturally be expected that 
when railway companies inter- 
ested in the development of faim. ' 
ing in the West, and holding, the 
views that the heads of the com- 
panies, individually and collec. 
tively, express regarding the de- 
sirability of increasing the produc- 
tion of live stock, that if and when 
these companies made atiy adjust- 
ment of their rates of transporta- 
tion there would be a revision 
downward as to cost, and upward 
as to facilities in the transporta- 
tion of live stock. Tt will come as 
a shock, especially to the farmers 
of Northern Alberta, who are and 
always have been engaged in the 
production, and consequently the 
marketing of live stock, that a 
proposed Canadian fréight classi. 
ication, now ready for submission 
o the Board of Railway Commis- 
‘Rioners for their approval before 
eing put into effect, not only does 
1ot decrease, but substantially in 

rreases the cost of transportation 
f live hogs by increasing the 
ninimum car load weight froin 
6,009 pounds, as at present, to 
20,000 pounds for single deck cars. 
lor a short haul the limit that can 
be—or ought to be—crowded into 
a single deck car is from 16,000 to 
17,000 pounds; while for the trip 
to Eastern Canada the maximum 
that is safe and proper is 15,000 
pounds, That is to say: The ship- 
per to‘Toronto or Buffalo will have 
to pay freight on 20,000 pounds, 
when he can only safely take 
15,000 pounds in a car. He will be 
paying 33 ‘1-8 per cent. extra 
freight on the hogs actually ship- 
ped, 

That the proposed increased 
minimum is unfair may be judged 
»y the fact that the new rate- 
sheet of the Western Trunk Lines 
of the United States fixes a mini- 
mum weight of 16,000 paands on 
hogs in car lots shipped M single 
deck cars, not less than 31 and not 
more than 33 feet 9 inches in 
length, 

Another serious increase in cost 
is made in the shipment of especi- 
ally valuable live stock. If the 
individual animals are over a 
certain valuation, double first-class 
rate is to be charged. The Western 
Trunk Lines of the United States, 
under; hike’ conditions, charge an 
increase uf twa per cent. for each 
inerease of 50 per cent. in valua- 
tion, Their increase is merely suf- 
ficient to take reasonable care of 
the inereased risk, because of in- 
creased velue; while the Canadian

or not, *

WHEAT MARKET MAKES ANOTHER . 
SENSATIONAL ADVANCE ON NEW 
REPORTS WESTERN CROP INJURY 


Chicago, Aug. 15—The wheat 
market made another sensational 
advante on crop damage reports 
today. December options forty 
minutes before the close had ads 
vanced an extreme eight cents, 
from 188 to 146 per bushel, Sep- 
tember, less active, rose from 135, 
where it sold early, to 142, 

Whether federal investigation 
into the recent sharp rise in the 
price of Wheat and the subsequent 
threatened advance in the price of 
bakery goods is to be made will be 
decided at a conference late today 
between Ed. W. Hurley, chair- 
man of the federal trade commis- 
sion and Charles F, Cline, United 
States district attorney, 


Mr, Cline said that the heads of 
several large baking concerns had 
discussed the situation with him, 
and they had made threats of an 
immediate advance in the price of 
cakes, rolls, crackers and other 
goods, 

The advance began with the re- 
iteration of a well known expert 
that the latest reports showed that 
the recent government reports 
sent prices up 11 cents, few days 
ago, had not exaggerated crop 
damage. On top of this came a 
statement by the Manitoba minis- 
ter of eg witure to the effect that 
the damage was worse than had 
been previously estimated,

Al Walters, Formerly With Bill Hurley’s Saskatoon Team, is Sensa- 
tion of the Big Leagues—Promises to be Greatest 


Backstop Since 


Ray Schalk’s 


Time. 


The two baseball finds uncoyered 
this season are Roger Hornsby, the 
Cardinal infielder, and Al Walters, the 
Yankee catcher, who played with 
Saskatoon in the Western Canada 
League a couple of years ago, Oddly 
enough, both are graduates from small 
Texas town clubs, and, at the outset 
of the season, neither was given much 
consideraticn, 

“Walters is the best all-round 
catcher that has come up to the majors 
since Ray Schalk’s time,” is the con- 
seusus of opinion among baseball men 
who have seen the peppery young 
Yankee in action. 

And about the young Cardinal, is is 
said: “He is the most. brilliant in- 
fielder, the best hitter and brainiest 
youth that has flashed into view since 
Eddie Collins cast anchor in the big 
leagues.””’ Walters came from Waco, 
Texas, while Hornsby was secured 
from Denison, Texas, a class D town, 

Walter's Great Arm, 

Walters, first of all, is a wonderful 
backstop, He pulls heaves out of the 
air or extracts them from the land- 
scape with as much ease as he snares 
the straight-overs. secondly, h* has 
nm whip equalled by few men in the 
game. He is a snap thrower and pegs 
with a deadly accuracy. He gets away 
with the ball with almost the same 
motion that he grabs it—the trick 
that marks the difference between 
ordinary catchers and wonderful 
catchers, 

“Ty"' Cobb had heard much of Wal- 
ters’s engaging power. He decided to 
test out the wing during the recent 
Yankee-Tiger series. ‘‘Ty'’ took unto 
himself a twelve-foot lead and then 
shot for the second with the swing of 
the pitcher's arm. The whirlwind 
Georgian was touched out standing up 
—tagged even before he had a chance 
to slide, 

The next time “Ty” essayed a steal 
he didn't have such a long lead. And 
the the cocky young Walters showed 
in what contempt he held Cobb by 
playing a bit with the ball before he 
made the throw to second, And once 
again the play read: “Cobb out steal- 
ing, Walters to Gedeon.” 

What has happened to Cobb has 
befallen the majority of base runners 
who have tried to pilfer at Walters's 
expense. Few catchers in the league 
are in Walters's class as batters. Dur- 
ing the first three months of the cam- 
 paign he whanged the horsehide for 
Wy) un average above .300, Since then he 
has slugged out somewhat, yet he 
® ranks today as one of the most timely 
s hitters in the gume. Walters, as a 
batter, ig never so good as in a pinch. 

But what nas made Walters 4 
reigning favorite in New York is his 
spirit, his “pep” and his enthusiasm. 
He is chattering all the time, steadies 
his pitcher and puts new life into the 
whole team, No game is lost, in 
Walters's opinion, until the last man 
is out. He's a_ cheerful optimistic 
youngster—the kind that never admits 
defeat until the final count has been 
made,
